Shall not trouble you with the various Acceptations 
of the Hebrew Word Schonim, which the Chaldee 
render Fools, or,as we fay, Changelings; and which 
our Tranſlators more futably to what goes before; 
render, thoſe that are given to Change: for in the former 
part of the Text, he adviſes his Son to fear the Lord, 
and Honour the King; that is, to reverence and obey 
the Supreme Lord and Governour of the. World, and 
B in 
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in reverence to him, to be Dutiful and Obedient to the 
King, who is his immediate Vicegerent, and Repreſenta- 
tive upon Earth, and upon that account ought to: be 
Honoured and Obeyed: And therefore my Son (fay's he) 
as thou wouldſt be ſecur'd, from all Difſloyalty and 
Diſobedicnce to thy King, in contemning. whoſe Au- 
thority thou openly affronteſt the Supreme Lord of 
the World, whoſe invifible Majeſty he perſonates ; meddle 
not with thoſe that are given to Change, i. e. who either 
out of % Hwelling Ambition of being uppermoſt, or a 
private Revenge againſt their Superiours , or a reſtleſs 
peeviſhneſs and impatience ofRule,or aftectation of Novel- 
ty, or deſign to repair their broken Fortunes out of the 
publick ruins, are for introducing Changes, and Altera. 
tions in the Government:with ſuch as theſe.do not mingle 
thy ſelf, no not ſo much as to liſten to their Inſinuations, 

or. to gredit or propagate their Reports; , or to 'ſupport 
and countenance their Cauſe, either with thy Tongue, 

or Pen, 'or Money, -or Suffrage, or to be any other way 
Siding or affiſting to their factious and ſeditious Deſigns. 
In the Proſecution of this Argument I ſhall endeavour, 

Firſt, to repreſent to-you the great folly, and danger of 
ingaging with ſuch as are given to Change, that is, with 
Parties, and FaQtions againſt the Government. And 2ty, 
To give you the proper Marks and Characters of ſuch 
Parties, and Factions, by which all wetl-minded 'Men 
2h | may 


may know them, and ayoid inermedling with them. 


. Firf, I ſhall indeavour to repreſent. they great folly.and 
danger of engaging with Factions againſt the Govern- 
ment,of which I ſhall give you theſe five Inſtances. 


Firft, It expoſes our Underſtanding to the moſt Er- 
roneous mo__ and Miſrepreſentations of things. 


Secondly, It expoſes our Will to the blackeft and moſt 
Diabolical Aﬀections.

Firft ,Qur ingaging with Factions againſt the' Govern: 
ment, expoles our Underſtanding to the moſt erroneous 
Prejudice; for it is the conſtant Method of all Factions; 'to 

prejudice the Minds of the People, with falſe and ſpiteful 
_ gloſs ppon the Aftions of their Superiore, with 

Fe B 2"  feandalowus 


ſcandalous Forgeries, or foul miſconſtructions of their 

- faireſt meanings, and moſt honourable Deſigns; without 
which baſe Arts, it would be impoſſible for them to dif- 
affe& the Vulgar to any tolerable Government, or t9 
Alarm their Paſſions, and Fears, and J ealouges, which are 
the uſual Train by which they give fire to all publick 
Diſorder and Confuſion. When therefore a Man ingages 
ina Faction, he doth in effect proſtitute his Underſtand- 
Ing, to all the Cheats and Deluſions, that buſie and con- 
triving Knaves can impoſe on it; for having once Wed- 
ded his Aﬀeions to the Intereſt of the Faction, they will 
quickly bribe his Underſtanding into a belief of every 
thing that favours it ; and let the opinion or the ſtory 
be never ſo improbable, it will find an eaſy Acceſs to 
ſuch minds, as are already feed by their Aﬀections to en- 
tertain it; and provided it be but ſerviceable to theParty 
he is ingaged in, that will prevail with his'Underſtand- 
ing, againſt a thouſand good Reaſons to the contrary; 
let him but hear his Prince reproacht, with never fuch 
wild and improbable ſtories, he ſhakes his had and fwal- 
lows all for. Goſpel. Tell him that the King is deeply 
ingaged i in a Plot againſt his own Life, and Crown and 
Dignity ; Alaſs what a diſmal Story is this, tlit a Man 
ſhould thus fall out with himſelf, and doat upon his own 
ruin. But though his Faith thus glibly ſwallows Camels 


on one ſide, yet 'tis ſtrange to ſee how it will ſtrain at 
a 


A Gnat on rother: for tel him on t other fide, wk a_ 
ſo much Evidence and Demonſtration, that the Traiterous 
deſign he talks of is hatching under the Wings of his 
own Faction ;and though you ſhew him the very Aſſocia- 
tion, and Band of the Bloody Conſpiracy:;; upon the 
Principles whereof they have Murdered one King alrea- 
dy, and ſo may reaſonably be preſumed to be ating. 
the Tragedy of another, eſpecially when they a& the 
fame things over again, Scene after Scene, fo exactly in 
the ſame Garb, and Plot, and Language, that had one . *' » 
who dyed 4o years ago, aroſe from his Grave, but 2 or - 

3 years ſince, he would doubtleſs have. concluded, that 
42 was not yet expired; yea though you produce a freſh 
Conſpiracy, proved upon the Party by undeniable Evi- 
dence, and even by the free Confeſſions of the dying 
Confſpirators themſelves, yet 'tis next to impoſſible to 
perſw ade him, that ever ſuch wiſe Men ſhould be fo 
mad, or ſuch good Men fo Wicked, as to ingage in ſuch 
a deſperate Villainy. But I need not tell'you, who have 
ſeen the Tranſaftions of theſe laſt ſix years, how many 
fulſom Lies have been confidently believed, and noto- 
rious Truths daſht out of Countenance, through blind 

Partiality to a Faction. And indeed when once a Man 
is ingaged in a Faction, is thenceforth impoſſible for \ 

him to judge impartially of things, becauſe now his 

Faith muſt ſee through his AﬀeRions, and his Aﬀettions

nd follow the hk of his — if __ be ingaped 
in ill deſigns, it will need ill Principles to countenance 
it; and his Aﬀctions being pre-ingaged tothe Intereſt 
of the Fation,. will eaſily bribe his Underſtanding, to 
aſſent to any Principles that are needful to ſupport it; 


Wherefore if you have any. reverence tor; your own 


Underſtandings, if you would not be play'd upon-by Im- 
poſtors, and Deceivers, and chouſt and abuſed, and leait 
by the Noſe through all the wild Mazes of folly-and falf- 
hood, medd!e not with thoſe that are given to change. 


Secondly, By ingaging our ſelves in Factions againſt 
the Government, we ſhall in all probability, infenſibly 
contract the moſt black and Diabolical Aﬀections ; for 
this is the Natural Proceſs of all Faction, it begins. in 
Pride and Self-conceit, in an arrogant Preſumption 
that WC are much wiſer than thoſe above us, and fit- 
ter to Rule and Govern; and then having once enter- 
tained this overweening Opinion of our ſelves, we look 
upon all that are ſuperior to us, with Envious and Ma«s 
lignant Eyes, and think our ſelves highly injured and 
affronted, that we are not plact at the upper end of the 


World ; and then from Envying we proceed to ha-" 


ting our Governours, and from hating them to Impa- 


tience of their Government; to eaſe our ſelves of which 


we ſoon imbody into Factions, where we whet our 


Malice

Malice and Arrogance upon one ndeſey by applaud. 
ing each other in cenſuring thoſe above, in running 
ſpiteful Deſcants on their Actions, and Arraigning their 
Male-Adminiſtrations- at the Tribunal of our Majeſty ; 
than which there is nothing can more effeCtually hu- 


mour-and gratifie our Vanity - For what a Glorious 


thing is it for a little Shop-keeper or Mechanick to 
perk up 2 mighty Politician, and fit in Judgetnent on 
his Governours, toexpoſe the Folly of their Conduct, 
and find out the foft places of their Miniſters of State 2 
how much greater and more Magnificent is this, than 
to be Dull and ſtay at home and mind ones own Buſi- 
neſs > And when by thus humouring our Pride we have 
blown it up into Inſolence, this ſwells our Envy, and 
that inflames our Malice againſt all that are above us, 
or oppoſite to us; for by this time our mind is fo 
bloated that we cannot -bear the leaſt Contradidtion, 
but are ready to run down with Clamour, and hard 
Names, every thing that thwarts our. imperious Di- 
ates; and in matters of Religion every thing is Po- 
pery that agrees not with the Model of our Reforma- 
tion, and in matters of State every thing Tyranny that 
oppoſes the Platform of -our Government; and unleſs 
all things be framed according to our Humour, and bend 


to the Dittates of our Oraculous Pride, Heaven and. 


Earth will come together, the Goſpel, and Liberty and 
Property 
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Property will vaniſh, and the whole Frame of things ſink | 
into Confuſion. And while we thus make our Pride and 
Self-conceit the Standard of the World, and expe that 
all things ſhould comply with and truckle to it : We 
ſhall be ſo impatient of Contradiction, that 'twill be lit- 
tle better than Treaſon, or Blaſphemy to oppoſe us; fo 
that whoſoever prefumes to give Check to our Inſo- 


- lence, is ſure to be made the mark of our Malice, and to 


be perſecuted with all the Reproach and Opprobrium 

that the moſt inveterate Rancour can invent. Thus 
Fation, you ſee, is impregnated with the very Nature of 
the Devil, and carries in it all the Pride and Envy, Ran- 
cour and Malice that funk down the Angels of Light 
from Heaven,and converted them into Fiends and Furies 
Wherefore as you would not expoſe your Natures to 
Spoil and Ravage, to be over-ſpread with the moſt Poi- 
ſonous Aﬀections, and drown'd in the Paſſions of Hell, 
Meddle not with thoſe that are given to Change. 


Thirdly, By ingaging our ſelves in Fadions againſt the 
Government, we ſhall be mightily tempted to negle&t 
the great and neceſſary things of Religion ; for ge. 
 nerally the Foundations of all Factions againſt Govern- 
' ment are laid in little Diſputes about matters of 


Religion, which are uſually ſtarted by the Leaders of 
the Faction, for no other end but to ingage the ho- 


neſt 
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honeſt Zeal of the Re " the eſtabliſht Religion'; ; 


that thereby they may ingage them againſt the'eſta- 
-bliſht Government. And could they« but make them 


as Zealous for the Maſs as for the Dire&ory, *twould 


be all one to them, which of the two they advanct 


againſt the publick Eſtabliſhment ; their Deſign in 
theſe hot Diſputes about Religion, being only to lay 


a Train to blow up the Government; and ſince the 
Zeal of the People is the Tool they muſt Work with, 
it is their Intereſt to ſharpen it, and render it as Keen 
and *Adtive as may be; ſo that when once you have 
ingaged your ſelves in their Faction, to be ſure they 
-will imploy their utmoſt Indeavours to bigot your 
Minds to their Opinion, and to ingage all your Zeal 
for the little Modes and Circumſtances they Contend 
for; they will ſo repreſent the Matter to you, as "if 
the Life and Subſtance of Religion were in. Diſpute ; 
as if -God, and Jeſus Chriſt, and the Goſpel were all 
at ſtake upon the Controverſie, and your Souls were 
to ſink or ſwim with their Opinions ; and your Zeal 
being ingaged by theſe Arts, for the trifling Opinions 
of your Party, you - will by degrees grow. remiſs and 
negleive of the great and weighty Thjggs of Reli- 
gion : For the mind of Man being finite inFall its Ads, 
can never operate divers ways at- once, with equal 
Fc orce and Vigour ; but whatſoever Time and Attention 
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we beſtow upon one thing, © we = neceſlety ſub- 
ſtra& from another ; and ſo by degrees as we grow 
more and more Zealous for the little Modes and O. 
pinions of our Party, we ſhalt grow more and more 
remiſs in the main and neceſſary Duties of Religion, 
till at laſt we degenerate into perfect lukewarmnef - 
And accordingly how many are there among our ſelves 
the very Spirit of whoſe Religion is evaporated into a 
noiſie buſie and bluſtering Zeal for Parties, who are 
wondrous Nice and Scrupulous about the Rites and 
Ceremonies of Religion ; and yet can ſwallow Liesand 
Perjuries, Treaſons and Rebellions without the leaſt 
Straining or Remorſe 2 -O did but theſe men love God 
and their Neighbours in the ſame Proportion, as they 
do a Conventicle ! Did they but hate Impiety and Im- 
morality, but half as much as they do Biſhops and 
Liturgies, what excellent Chriſtians would they be 3 
' But Alas, their Zeal is ſwallowed up in their Faction . 
the Current of it is diverted out of thoſe proper Chan. 
nels of Piety and Vertue, into the little wranglings of 
their Party, where it flows Headlong, and makes a 

Clamorous noiſe, to no other purpoſe but to diſturb 
the World ;. Wherefore as you would not be Tempted 
into a a neglect of the 'Subſtantials of Religion, 
_ to convert your Piety and Vertue, into Bigottry and 
ſtickling for Parties, Medd/e not with thoſe that are 
grven to Change. Fourthly, 


Fourthly, By gig d our ſelves in Talbogkind 
the Government, we ſhall in all Probability inſenfi- 
bly involve our fetves in indire& Courſes, and: be 
traind on from one Evil to another, into the moſt Flagi- 
tious Villanies. When firſt men liſt themſelves into Par- 
ties, their Defigns perhaps are fair and innocent : They 


are told that their Religion, their Liberties, and Pro-- 


perties are in danger ; and finding ſuch a Party of men 
ſet up for forward and zealous Afſertors of them, they 
mingle with them with no other intent but to concur 
with them, in alt honeft and lawful Endeavours, to 
preſerve and ſecure thoſe invaluable Bleſſings. But 
Alas poor Souls | they ſee where they begin, but God 
knows where they will end; for now they muſt move 
by the meaſures of the Fadtion, and ſee with its Eyes,and 
hear with its Ears, through which to be ſure all the Adti- 
ons and Deſigns of their Governours, will be repreſented 
to them in the blackeſt Colours; by which their Paſſions 
being inflamed with contempt and hatred of them, will 
ſoon blaze out at thetr Mouths, or Pens into ſeditious 
Talk or Factious Libels ; and then ſuch is the nature of 
contempt and hatred, that the very venting ofthem- fans 
and irritates them, till at laſt they ſettle into-invererate. 
rancour, and then they are capable of any miſchief ; for 
all along as their paſſion is-growing, they miſtake iz 
for a pious zeal for God and. Religion, and the publick 
| C2 . 
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good,and under that Notioncheriſh itsirregular tranſports, 
concluding that. nothing can be amiſs, that proceeds 
from” ſuch a fanCtified Principle; and fo though they lie, 
and ſlander, and backbite, and perjure themſelves over 
and over, yet tis all well, becauſe they do it out of Zeal. 
for the Glory of God, and the true Proteſtant Religion. 
For when once int emperate zeal | gets ahead, it bears: 
down all conſiderations of Reaſon and Religion before it, 
and hurries us on into the fouleſt Enormities ; and then: 
when once our outragious Zeal hath tranſported us into 
legal and unjdſtifiable Actions, we ſhall many times be 
tempted to proceed, through mere deſpair of a fafe re- 
treat, and to ſhelter our ſelves from the Puniſhment of 
one Crime,by committing another : For ſo in all Fations 
Men, do commonly ſo involve themſelves, that when: 
they have doneill, they haveno other way to fave them- 
ſelves,but by doing worſe: 'Thus when by their Seditious 
Behaviour, they have incenſed their Governour againſt 
them, its neceffary for them to Aſſociate; and when 
they. are Aſſociated, its neceſſary to Rebell; and when: 
they have drawn the Sword, its neceſſary to fling the 
Scabbard to the Devil - for I make no doubt, but many 
of thoſe Wretches that Murdered the late King , would: 
have trembled at the thought of it, when they firſt in- 
goed in the Faction; but their zeal having once tranſ-- 
ported them into Sedition, they had no other way to: 
| eſcape 


or 


they had noother Sanctuary but Regicide; "As therefore 
you would not expoſe your Inmocence and Vertueto'theſe 
and ſuch like dangerous: Temptations, ming/e | not with- 
ſuch as are given to Change. 


Fifthly, and Laſtly, By ingaging with Factions a- 
gainſt the Government, we ſhall in all protability, in- 
tangle our ſelves in the greateſt Temporal Miſchief; 
and Calamities : For Fa&tion is naturally forward and 
' Pragmatical, it fills Mens heads with ProjeQts and Chy- 
mera's, with Myſteries of State and Models of Govern- 
ment, and ſends their thoughts after the Fools eyes, 
roving to the ends of the Earth, to Parliaments and 
Privy Councils, and high Confultativins about Afﬀairs 
of Government. And when' once their Minds are go, 
abroad, their Bodies cannot ſtay long behind, but away 
they muſt to ſome Coffce-Houſe, or Publick Refectory, 
to vent their Politicks, and adviſe about Afairs of State, 
Jiſcharge their Conſciences to the Publick, by directing 
how things ought to be managed, and ſhewing where 
the Miniſters of State are out, and'by what Meaſure, 
they ought to ſteer the Helm' of Government; and in 
the mean time while they are Governing abroad, the 
Shop is negle&ted at Home, and the Trade decays, and' 
they and their Families ſink inſenſibly into Beggery; for

| eſcape but by Rebellion; and being engaged in Rebellion, 
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Gen for a very Cnall A ate P ran may P ood govern 
an hour or two together, yet hereby their time is not 
only waſted, which is much more - precious then their 
Money, but their heads are filled with fo many Politick 
Whimſies, that when they come home they. cannot 
mind their buſineſs, their Shops are grown too little for 
” their Minds, and they can neither think nor talk be- 
neath Affairs of Empire : And when once Men are got 

into this vein, 'tis time for their Creditors as well as 6 
their Governours to look after them; for 'tis too too 
much for one Man to Govern a Kingdom, and to mind 
a Trade; while he is buſie abroad, he muſt be Idle at 
home, and when his Fation hath reduced him to Idle- 
_ neſs, his Idlenefs will ſoon bring him to Beggery; of the 
truth of which the. Age we live in affords/us too many 
wofull Inſtances, of ſuch as have been thruſt on by a 
Factious aud Pragmatical 'Femper, to inter-medle with 
Afﬀairs of Government; which by degrees have fo in- 
groſt their Thoughts and: Cares, and Time and Activi- 
ty, that they could ſcarce ever be at leiſure to attend 
* their own Buſineſs; and ſo like the fooliſh Aſtronomer, 
whilſt they have been Gazing at the Stars, and trou- 
bling their Heads about Afﬀairs above them, they have 
been utterly Regardleſs of their own Concerns, and 
tumbled into the Ditch of Ruin unawares. But ſup- 


poſe they eſcape this Rock, yet there is another very 
dangerous

dapgerous one attends them ; and that is, the Law, a- 
ginſt which in all Probability: they will one time or 
other ſplit themſelves in Pieces : For Faction naturally 
renders men Bold and Confident of their own un-_ 
derſtanding, ſo that if they have but attgin'd ſome lit- 
tle ſmattering of Law, they makeno doubt but that they 
fully underſtand it, and the utmoſt bounds of it, and 
how far they may venture without incurring its Pe- 
nalties ; and ſo many times they Dance themſelves in- 
to a Nooſe, and like filly Flies play about the Candle 
till they have ſinged their Wings in the Flame of it. 
For when out of an ignorant Confidence men will ven- 
ture as far as they imagine they may, 'tis a thouſand to 
one but they venture farther than they ſhould, and 
either prate or ſcribble within the reach of the Penal- 
ty,or through their own inconſiderate Raſhneſs,are inſenſj- 
bly decoy'd into Seditious and 'Treaſonous Nye 
Where notwithſtanding all Ingagements of Secregy, an 
Hopes of future Advancement, their Lives and nh 
are at' Pawn in the hands of their fellow Confpirators ; 
who being prompted, either by Drunkenneſs or Vani- 
ty, or Fear, or Conſcience, will in all Probability one 
time or other betray them ; or if they do not, yet their 
Cabals may be obſerved and fuſpeted;their Councils may 
be over-heard, or their own Guilty Looks, or Aﬀectation 
of Secrecy, may diſcover mn and a thouſand -other 
Accidents 


Accidents may unfold their dark Intrigues, and cen- 
clude their mighty Hopes in a Halter. And' conſidering 
that there is an All-ſeeing Providence that ſuper-intends 
the Afﬀairs of the World, and hath a peculiar Regard to 
the Safety .of Princes, it is ten thouſand to one againſt 
them, bur that one time or other, they are catch in their

I now proceed to the ſecond thing propoſed; which is, 
to give you ſome Signs and Tokens, by which you 
may diſtinguiſh ſuch as are given to Change, in 1 Or- 
der to your avoiding them. 


One would think indeed, conſidering our Circumſtan- 
ces, it_ ſhould be needleſs to warn us of i ingaging in 
Factions againſt our Government ; which: is not only iri 
it ſelf the moſt gentle and eaſie in the World , but al- 
ſo Adminiſtred with anunparallel'd Lenity and Good- 
neſs, by a moſt Gracious and Mercitul Prince, a Prince 
that hath bcen indear'd to us by the moſt ſignal Fa- 
yours of Heaven, by ſo many Wonders of Providence, 
and ſtrange repeated Deliverances, and under whoſe 
Graczous Influence and Protection we have hitherto fate 


quietly 
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hay ads our own: Vines, whit al cho Naked) 
—_ about, have been involved-in Blood and Confuſi- 
6 that for/us to liſt our ſelves in'a-FaCtion againſt 
him who! hath been the Author of fo much Happineſs 
to. us, and this after fo many Repulſes of Divine Provi- 
dence, which hath ſo manifeſtly ſtood by him, and 
own'd him for-its Darling and Favourite:;; would be to -: 
fight; 'not only againſt our ſelves, and our own Happi- 
neſs ; not only againſt God's expreſs Will, and viſible Au- 
thority, but againſt his bare and naked Arm too. Not- 
withſtanding 'all which it's too. too viſible, how apt. we 
are: to''be impreſt and wrought upon, by the Seditious- 
Arts and Inſinuations of Evil-minded men : Wherefore | 
in fuch-an-Age as this, wherein even Well-meaning men 
fiqg- practiſed on, and their honeſt Zeal is fo apr. 
zafed; and ridden by a Company of deſigning 
Male-Contents, it muſt doubtleſs be very feaſonable to 
give ſorne Signs and Tokens to the World, by which 
thofe that are given to'' Change may be known, and: 
diſcovered, and avoided. Of theſe, therefore, I ſhall give 
you the following Particulars. 

Firſt, When men, who have AQuually chapged the 
Government already, begin tore-advance'their old Prin- 
ciples, Methods and Pretences, it's a certain Sign they 
are given to Change ; for either they have repented their-

have, the Fruits of it will appear in thar future Behavi- 
our, they will be the more Peaceable, and Modeſt, 

and Obedient for the time to come,and keep at a greater 

diſtance from thoſe Seditious Arts, by which they were 

inveigled, or did inveigle others, into the paſt Rebel- 

lion. But if they have not repented, and do ftill con- 

tinue of the fame mind, advancing their. old  Princi-. 
ples and Pretences, ,you may be ſure they are aiming' | 
at their old Mark, and 'twould not be Charity but Sot-: 
tiſhneſs, to believe the Gameſter who Rookt ye once | 
before, doth notdeſign the fame again, when you fee him 
throw the ſame- falfe Dice. When: therefore you: hear 
the Cry of Popery, and Arbitrary Government: renew- 
ed, by a Party that have once blown. up the 'Thrqne 
with -it already; you' may 'conchude upon it; ghat they. 
are: Playing the Old Game over-aghis. | For! Maqtſoever 
Cauſe there may be, to dread cither Popery or Tyran- 
ny; theſe of all 'Men, were they truely, Penizent for 
what is paſt; would.. be. the, moſt. cautious how: they, 
Alarmed' rnens Fears; and [Jeatputics. again, conſidering, 
what horrid Miſchiefs they did: by - their falſe Alarms. 
heretofore : When therefore you {ce them forward and

Secondly, When men make that a Pretence for pub- 
lick' Clamour 'and Buſtle which themſelves have: little 
or no Claim to, or Regard for, it's a certain' ſign they 
are given. to Change; for tis not to be imagin'd that 
men ſhould be heartily concern'd for thoſe things 
wherein they have no ſhare or intereſt : Should you 
hear two Perſons earneſtly contending about' the Di- 
viſion of the Lands in the World in the Moon, you 
would hardly believe they were in Earneſt, becauſe 
whether there be Lands there or no ) you are fure theſe 
men can have no Intereſt in them; and therefore you 
- muſt either conclude that they are Mad, or that what- 
ever 'they. pretend, the Foundation of their Quyarrel 
Iyes below the Moon. Thus | for Inſtance, When you hear 
@ Company of profligate Debochees, that, live in.open 
Defiance to all Religion, raiſe a Clamour for Religion, 
jn which they are no. mare: intereſted ar opera 'd {hp 
in thoſe, .up-land: Countries", in. the Warld . 

Moon ; you.may. be. fure. the real Caule of jd Cla- 
mour is ſomething, in which they are more nearly Con: 
cern'd, and that this Pretence of Religion i is only a 
plauſible Mask to their Covetouſnefs, or Revenge, or 
Ambition: And fo again, when you hear a Company 
of Bankrupts or Stript-Sequeſtrators, raiſe a Cry for Free- 
hold and Property, againſt the Government, you may 
depend: upon it, that this is not the real Mark they 
I 2 aim 
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aimat ; for what ſhould ns theſe men. ſo. Zeaſous 
| for Property, that have nothing of their own to loſe? 

It 'sa, plain Caſe therefore that they Love your Proper- 
ties ſo well, that they would fain havga ſhare in them ; 
and in Order thereunto they would raiſe a Storm upen 
the Government, that ſo in a Common Rack they, may 
inrich themſelves with the Diviſion of the Spoil,and wreſf 
their Old Uſurpations out of the hand of the rightful 
Poſſeſſors. Wherefore while you Live, have a Care of 
inter-mingling your ſelves with A4theifts and Beggers 
1n their Contentions with the Government: for Religi- 
on and Property. - 


Thirdly, When men pretend Religion or publick Re- 
formation, but purſue it”. by ſinful and indiredt Means, 
it's a certain Token that they are given to Change ; for 
they who heartily eſpouſe the Intereſt of Religion, are 
Enemies to all things that Religion is -an Enemy 
to, And therefore if I hate the Corruptions of Reli- 
ion, for Religions fake I muſt hate all ſinful ways of 
Reforming it, becauſe thoſe Sinful ways are as contra- 
ry to Religion as the Corruptions I wonld reform by 
them. As for Example ; Religion is as great an Enemy to 
Lying and Rebellion, as it is to Popery ; and therefore if T 
truly love Religion,Tihall be as greatan Enemy to the one 


#5 the other : Wherefore if I ſee men Attempt to reform 
Religion 


hoes, he from Popery by Lying ce itaithay 1 am 
| Foion” that 't i6y "dg/ir, bit "ro 
ſerve themſel ves by unit the Government . Fe or had 
they the ſincere Zeal to Religion they pretend to, they 
would be as forward to obey its Commands of ſpeaking 


the Truth, 'and ſubmitting” to” their 'Governours, as 


they are' to comply# with its Protibitions of Worthip- 
ping Images,” and Conſecrated Waters, becauſe its Au- 
thority is equally concern'd in both : And beſides, they 
would Confider, that by uſing | unwarrantable Means 
- topurgeordefend it, they ſhall much more prejudice its 
Cauſe, than the beſt Reformation can-promote it. And 
Canſequently, that it is much more for the true Intereſt 
of Religion, to'be Perſccuted by Popery, than to be re- 
formed by Rebellion - whereas by uſing wicked Arts 
to defend it, they only reſcue it from one Enemy to be- 

tray it to another ; and to Vindicate its Honour from 
Superſtition and Idolatry , facrifice it to Rebellion. and 
Murder. When therefore you find any Party of mer 
driving on a Pretence of Religion or Reformation, with 


Lies and Perjuries, Backbiting and Slanders, Tumuſts 


and Infurreions : As you tender, either your Vertue, gr 


Welfare, have nothing to do with them ; for.you will 


moſt certainly find a Faction of Hypocrites., thar 
only make a ſhew of Reforming Religion to under- 
mine the Government. 

Fourthiy, 
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Fourthly, When under 2 Pretence of # Reforming the 
| Government, men reproach and. vilifie the Perſons of 
their Goyernours, and are forward to believe Ill, and back- 

ward to believe Well of them, it's a certain ſign that they 
are given to Change ; for if they deſign no more than 
the Reformation of ſome F aults, or Errors in the Govern- 
ment, . they would only apply themſelves to thoſe jn 
whoſe Power it is to corre them, and with all Humi- 
 lity indeavour to convince them of, and perſwade them 
to redtifie them - But. to. make it our buſineſs to ſpeak 
ill of them where they cannot. hear us, and proclaim 
and: magnific their Faults in our common Converſa- 
tion, what other end can this ſerve, but, Furſt, to Arm 
the Paſſions, and thenthe Hands of their People againſt 
' them? To what pyrpaſe ſhould you tell mea Tragical Sto- 
ry, of the ill Actions or Deſigns of my Prince > You 
| know very well, Iam neither his Tutor, nor his Couns 
ſellor, and fo no way capable to Correct, or Reform him. 
All that you can eff, therefore, i is to. raiſe an ill O- 
pinion of him in my mind, and what other Influence 
can my ill Opinion haye, but to prepare me to liſt 
my ſelf jn any Miſchievous Deſign againſt him When 
therefore you find men addicted to Whiſ per, or Proclaim 
the Faults of their Governours, to Magnifie their Faults, 
and Conceal or leſſen their good Condudt and Succeſs, 
you may depend upon it, that .their Deſigns are Mi 


chievous,

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Fifthly,, Whett Men ſhift their Principles: with their 
ktrerbſt, "and ro ferve's Firnh can 'cottiply atone timey 
with that whielh they conderfir-at another; it's a fure 


ſign they ate given! to Change; for if Cnſeicnte be the 


motive of - our 'rlon-eompliatiee ' with 'the Govern» 
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mo_ thoſe renin which Pin: us, ad it is for: our 
Intereſt, will as well-Gvay us when it is againſt it; 'be- 
cauſe our Conſcience is nothing but the reaſon/ of our 
Mind directing us what to-do, and what; to avyoid'; and 
though outward Changes may alter our Intereſt, yet 'tis 
only better reaſon that can alter our Reaſon, and whether 
it be better, or no, 1s not-to_ be determined by our mu- 
table Intereſts, but by Scripture, or the. immutable ;Na- 
tures of things. When therefore you ſee any .,Party 
of Men, that diſſent from the, Government, - ſhift 
their Principles and Practices, according. to their vari- 
able Exigencies of their Affairs, Conform to day, and 
Non-conform to morrow, go to Church and receive the 
Sacrament to avoid a Penalty, or qualific themſelves 
for an Office, and when that. Turn js. ſerved revolt: to a 
Conventicle, and pretend Conſcience againſt our Wor- 
ſhip and Ceremonies: When you hear them curſe Tole- 
ration whilſt themſelves are in the Saddle, and aſſoon as 
they are diſmounted declaim for Liberty of Conſcience, 
cry up the Prerogatives of the Crown while; it indulges, 
and cry them down again, afſoon as it reſtrains them ; 
in a Word , when you hear them: bitterly exclaiming a- 
gainſt Equivocation, Rebellion, and. Treaſon.:in aPapiſt, 
and yet pradiſe it themſelves, upon Popiſh Principles 
when their own Cauſe and Intereſt invites them ; when, 
I ay, you ſeetheſe, or any ſuch like Shiftings and Doub. 
lings 


ſways, Lut their Fation. , 
Sixthly and Laftly, When men who in the ordinary 3 ' 


which were the Badges of their FaCtion ; fo their 
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may certainly conclude that 'tis not their Conſcience 


| Courſe of their Converſation, are proud and quarrelfom; 
| and impatient of Contradiction, ſet up Pretences of Re- 
ligion againſt the Government , 'tis a certain ſign that 
they are given to Change : for a great part of that which 
men call Religion , is nothing but the Workings of their 
natural Temper into ſuch Principles and Practices as arc 
moſt ſutable to it. Thus the Phariſees, for inſtance, were 
Men of a very haughty, ſower, Pragmatical, and un- 
tractable Nature, and this Temper of theirs wrought ir 
{elf by degrees into a ſutable Religion; for fo their 
Pride iſſued into Aﬀectation of Singularity, and that into 
thoſe diſtinguiſhing Garbs, and Rites, and Geſtures, 


Au- 


ſterity and Sowerneſs diſcharged it ſelf in long Prayers, 
frequent Faſts, and unneceſlary Severities , and that into 
an uncharitable Opinion of every one that prayed not 
| as long, and faſted notas often as they ; and this into a 
fullen Separation from their Neighbours both in 
Civil and Sacred Society ; and in a word, fo their furli- 
neſs and untractable Humour , workt out into a fatious 
ſcrupuloſity about Matters of Civil Obedience, and that 


into 
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into Seditions , and ſometimes open Rebellions , upon 
flight and trifling Occaſions; and when upon fuch Prin- 
Ciples as were moſt agreeable to their own 11! nature 
they had form'd themſelves into a Se, all the ull-natur'd 


People,both in Town and Country,were eaſily converted 


to it ; and ſome good People too, perhaps,were fo far in 
poſed on by the mighty ſhew it made of Zeal and San- 
ity,as to imbody with it, the candour of their Natures 
not permitting them to ſuſped a rotten Core under fo 
fair an out-ſide; till at tength being poyfoned themfetves; 
by the ill Principles of the Party, they became as ill-na- 
tured as the reſt of their Brethren;and fo as ill Nature be- 
got the ill Principles in ſome, 1o the ill Principles begot 
itl Nature in others: So that though this Pharifaical Reli- 
gion made a mighty Shew ; and look't with a moſt de- 
mure and fanttified Countenance ; yet tis-plain that the 
only Foundation of it was bafeneſs and ill Nature ; and 
ſince thus it hath been, thus it may be again : For in all 
diſſenting Religions, ſuch as the Phariſees! was,; there is 
ſomething very grateful to proud and untratable Na- 
tures: 'tis a mighty gratification to our Pride to Dif. 
ſent and be Singular in our Opinion and Pradtiſes, be- 
cauſe it looks as if we were wiſer than the reſt of the 
World ; it wonderfully tickles a croſs-grain'd ſurly Na- 
ture to be oppoſite in Opinion to that which is upper- 
moſt: And therefore, before you ſide with any Party 


that 


| that advancesa Pretence of Religion againſt the Goverti- 
ment, it concerns you ſtrictly to obſerve whether in 
their ordinary Converſation they are Modeſt and Gentle, 
Humble and eaſily to be Intreated ; and if fo, you may 
juſtly conclude that their Religion, whether it be True 
or Falſe, is foundedin their Reaſon and Conſcience. But 
if on the contrary, you perceive in them a Fierce, Proud, 
Froward, and Inflexible Nature; if in their ordinary 
Converſes they are Croſs and Unſociable ; if they af- 
fe Contention in the Neighbourhoods and Societies 
wherein they are ingaged, and are hot and impatient of 
Contradidtion: you may without breach of Charity 
conclude, that their Diflent proceeds not fo much from 
the Convictions of their Reaſon, as from the Pride and 
Croſſnefs of their Humour. And therefore, wherever you 
find fuch as theſe contending with the Government ; as 
you would not be made the Tools of their Perverſe- 
neſs, ſtand off, and have nothing to-do with them. For 
when Men have the Seeds of Sedition in their Natures, 
they are thereby inclined to entertain Diſſents from the 
eſtabliſhed Religion , meerly becauſe thoſe Difſents are 
oppoſite to the Government ; and though, if the Prin- 
ciples of their Diſſent are ill, they will the more inflame 
their ill Nature againſt the Government; yet their ul 
Nature which tempted them to eſpoulſe thoſe Principles, 
would have rendered them untracable to the Govern» 
| E 2 ment 
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ment, whether they had eſpouſed them or no. And thus, 
with all Plainneſs and Integrity, I have indeavoured to 
Characterize thoſe that are given to Change, that fo 


honeſt Men may know them when, they ſee them, and 


avoid them : And if herein I have Refleted upon any 
ill Men, or ill Party of Men ; it was with no other De- 
ſign, but to warn others from Intermingling with them; 
and furely,to Admoniſh Men of a Danger that threatens 
Ruine both to their Souls and Bodies, and ſhew them 
the Way to Peace, Security, and Happineſs, is ſuch a 
friendly Office as can give Offence to none but ſuch as 
are reſolved never to be Honeſter or Wiſer. I confeſs, of 
all the Offices that belong to- a Preacher, I am naturally 


the moſt averſe to that of Reprehenſion, I do not love 
bo expoſe Mens Faults, to probe and rake into their Sores; 


and 'tis not only my Charity to Mankind, but the In. 
diſpoſition of my Nature to find Fault, that makes me 
with that all Men wereſo good as to need no Reprehen- 
fiona, that fo we might have nothing. to do, but to praiſe 
and incourage them, to-excite them to go on with the 
Comforts of Religion, and the juſt Applauſes of well 
doing. But alaſs, we live in an Age would make a Stone 
ſpeak, and force any honeſt Man in deſpite of all the 
Candor and Modeſty of his Nature, to Cry aloud againſt 
the fulſom Hypocriſies and Impoſtures that look through , 


our moſt glorious Pretences. to Religion:: For what a 


nauſeous 
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and diſturb a wiſe and excellent Eſtabliſhment with ends 
leſs Scruples about indifferent Things, whoſe Conſciences, 
as they call 'em,are as tender as their Eyes on one ſide;and 
yetas hardas their Foreheads on the other ;cannot indure 
the weight of an innocent Ceremony when their Obe- 
dience is required; and yet to ferve the Intereſt ' of a 


Faction, can dance under loads of Perjury and Trea-” 


fon?- and yet, God help us, ſach as th<ſe have been the 
Captains of all our Factions againſt the: Government; 
Men of ill Lives and Atheiſtical Principles; that pretend 
to Grace without Morality, and toRcligion without be- 
lieving in God, and yet make a mighty Noiſe. againſt 
the Government for true Religion, pure Ordinances, and 
a thorovgh Reformation, and therewithal have drawn in 


our diſcontented Sects into their Party, and liſted them- 


Voluntiers to their Revenge and Ambition : And indeed, 
while Men live in Diſſent from the eſtabliſhed Religion, 
i is impoſſible but their Minds ſhould be in ſome mea- 
ſare prejudiced againſt the Government, eſpecially if 
they are reſtrained from propagating their Diſſents, as 
they muſt expe to be under all wiſe Governments ; for 
to be ſure, this Reſtriction will be accounted by them 
an injurious Perſecution, and 'twill be hard for them to 
refrain hating their Governours, whilft they look up= 


on them as their Perſecutors ; and when once their 
Paſſions 


nauſeous Shame is it, to ſee Men ſet up for ir DM. 
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Paſſions are armed againſt the Government, they are 
half way onwards to an open Rebellion: And 'twill te 
an eaſy matter for any Caſhierd Grandee, or Politick 


Demagogue that has but Wit enough to Chafe their Diſ-. 


contents, and Credit enough to head their Cauſe, to 
form them into a reſolute Faction againſt the Govern- 
ment ; fo that it will be impoſſible, either for the Go- 
vernment to be fafe, or for us to be ſecure from the 
Miſchiefs of Faction, whilſt we affed to diſſent from the 
eſtabliſhed Religion. And therefore it concerns every 
Diſſenter, as he vallues his own Safety and Innocence; 
to uſe all honeſt ways to ſatisfy his Conſcience in the 
Communion of the eſtabliſhed Church, where he will 
not only be ſecured frem thoſe Difafte&tions to _the Go- 
vernment, which he is lyable to, whilſt he continues in 
any diſcountenanced Se&t ; but alſo inſtituted in ſuch firm 
Principles of Loyalty, as if he follows, will for ever ſe- 
cure him from ingaging in Factions : For this is the 
Doctrine of our Church expreſſed in the Homily of O- 
bedience, We may not in any wiſe withitand violently, or 
rebel againft the Rulers, or make any Inſurretion, Sedi- 
tion, or Tumult, either by force of Arms, or otherwiſe, 
againſt the Anointed of the Lord, or any of his Officers; 
but we muft in ſuch caſe ( that is, when we are com- 


manded unlawful things ) patiently ſuffer all Wrongs. 


aarl Tnjuries, referring the Fudgment of our Caſe to God : 
And 
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vernment and Diſcipline, our Church doth exaatly copy 
aſter the Primitive Chriſtianity - If therefore we believe 
this Doctrine, our Conſciences will never conſent to our 
liſting our ſelves againſt the Government ; but if inſtead 
of Believing it, we openly Contradict and Oppoſe it, as 


all thoſedo, who pretend Religion for their Faction, we - 


are ſo far Diſſenters from the Church of Zg/and; for 
Conformity toa Church conſiſts not merely in frequent- 
ing its Prayers, and Sermons, and Sacraments, and com- 
plying with its Rites and Diſcipline, but alſo in believing 
its DoCtrines, or at leaſt, not openly Oppoſing and Cons 
. tradifting them: But whoſoever ſides with a FaQtion a- 
gainſt the Government,upon pretence of Religion, doth 
thereby openly renounce the Doctrine of 'our Church, 
and , becomes a profeſt Non-coaformiſt , how- Confor- 
mable ſoever he may be in other particulars. So that tho 

there arg too many Men, who to credit their ill Deſigns 
againſt the Goyernment, ſhelter themſelves. under the 
Wings of the Church ; yet it's evident they are cither 
| Non-conformiſts to the Church, or Conformiſts that a& 
againſt their own Principles, which .is fuch - a Fault as 

no Church can prevent, {o long as there is fach 2 thing 

as Free-Will in the World : Wherefore, as you would 

preſerve your ſelves from thoſe manifold Miſchiefs that 

Faction draws after it, do not found your Loyalty upor- 
eh: Humour 


And in this, as well as in her other Doctrines, her Go- 
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Humour, or Faſhion, or Intereſt, which are fickle and 
variable things; but upon the Religious Principles of the 
Church, whereof you are Memters, which will keep us 
ſtedfaſt , and immovable amidſt all the Murabiliries 
of the World : For whilſt you have no Principles to 
lead you , and you reſerve your ſelves to follow For- 
tune, and the Turns of outward Aﬀairs ; you will be 
ſhiſting your ſelves upon every Change, and in a very 
unſcriptural Senſe , purting. off the Old-man , and put- 

ting 0n the New. And whilſt you thus transform your 
ſelves into a Thouſand ſeveral Shapes, as you run 
through the ſtill Changing Faſhions of the World, beſides 
that it will expoſe ye of all ſides to the Odious Character 
of Turn-Coats and Runagadoes that are conſtant to 
nothing, and to the Boſom Satyrs and ſecret up-braid- 
. ings of your own Conſciences : Beſides this, I fay, it 
will Eternally perplex and intangle your Lives. For 
upon every new Alteration of Afﬀairs, you muſt at a 
new part, and put on a new Garb of Converſation : And \ 
whilſt you thus ſhift ſides upon every turn, new ſhape 
your Humours, and jump from one extreme to ano- 
ther; you will be always doing violence to: your Na- 
tures, becauſe you will at no' part long enough, to 
render any natural and cafie to ye; fo that when all 
is done, the eaſieſt way of Living, is to Live honeſtly, 
that is, to ſet down honeſt Principles in our Minds, and 


then

Conditions flilt know where to find our ſelves; Fecuuſe
